2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 ,84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Figure 2 item 1 and Figure 3 item 1 (Cigarette Lighter Adapter). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification 
to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Marc A. Rossi. 
(U.S. 6,104,293) in the view ofWatanabe et al. (U.S. 6,271,760). 

Marc A. Rossi disclose a detecting system comprising: 

a weight detector unit (column 2, lines 18 - 28); 

a alarm device active by weight senor which dormant while the vehicle is turned 
on and becomes active when the vehicle is turned off (column 3, lines 5 - 32). 

The difference between the reference and Claim 1 is that Marc A. Rossi fails to 
teach that the weight senor is actually a pressure switch. Watanabe et al. teach a 
pressure switch for seat to detect weight (column 1 , lines 21 - 60). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
applicant's invention was made to configure the weight sensor of Rossi to specifically be 
a pressure switch as shown by Watanabe et al. because a pressure sensor is a very 
well know way to implement a weight sensor. 

Conclusion 

4. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.

Metzmaker shows a child warning system for use in an 
integrated or portable child restraining seat that includes an occupancy indicator, an 
emergency signal and warning indicators. Ryan shows a child seat alarm including a 
car seat portion adapted for being positioned within a motor vehicle. The alarm includes 
a pair of speakers for broadcasting an audible alarm.
